1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: it is known in 
the art to detect the voltage level of the power supply and turns the display dimmer or 
off when the voltage level is low, it is also known to detect the voltage level of the power 
supply for various purpose as taught by Konaka et al (US Patent No.6,256,742),Kikuchi 
et al (US Patent No. 6,038,515), Gauthier (US Patent No. 5,184,117), Chou (US Patent 
No. 6,476,590), and Usuba et al (US Patent No. 4,328,490); however, the prior art of 
the record fails to teach or suggest singly or in combination a display device including, 
inter alia, a display element, a power supply, and image changing means based on 
power supply voltage detecting means in a manner prescribed in the claims.
